On the outskirts of Washington, 

I) <'., there stands a croup of build 
ings, which, seen from afar, remind 
the casual observer of the villa of a 
prince. Surrounded by majestic 
trees, green lawns and polled 
palms — with driveways and paths 
gracefully laid out, the beau'y of 
this particular spot is known far 
and near. 

But, while many know of the 
place on account of its artistic up 
pearaoce, cornpnratively | ( > 
s'ate the real object of its existence, 
for it represents much more than 
these delights of the eye. [tie the 
site of Gallaudel College, the noted 
institution for Hie higher education 
of the o dumb. 

Before dwelling at length upon 
the work of this inst it ul ion, it 
might be of interest to notice briefly 
the early efforts to educate this 
peculiar variety of the human race 
The object and worth of this 
Institution of learning will* then be 
more fully understood. 

Hundreds of years ago the Roman 
poet, Lucretius; wrote: 

To Instruct the deaf no «rt SOUld ever 

reii ' 
No cure Improve them and no wisdom 

teach. 
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And this strangely absurd conclu- 
sion was accepted hv the people o! 
his time. 

A great majority of deaf children 
born to them were either east into 
the sea or else beheaded Thiol the 
birth of a deaf child was a disgrace 
to the parents and greatest in is f or- 
tune in the world. To day, while 
normal people look upon the event 
as unfortunate, Still, With our edu- 
cational facilities, trained tbroogh 
the experience and sacrifice of in- 
terested men, there is the satisfac- 
tion of seeing such children grow up 
strong men and women, halt 11 ou 
successfully in the world along with 
others in full possession of all five 
es. 

But for many years il was believ 
ed lliat these persons were " in- 
exorably shut ofT from social inter- 
course" with normal people; and 

the idea of rest 01 ins l hem or of 
making their unhappy lives brighter 

and useful SeeUM not lo have been 
regarded as a possibility. They 

were denied, when allowed to grow 
up, the richt to buy or sell, or to 
make a will when they had sue 
eefded in am iny properly. 

Besides this, freedom in any other 
form was almost, absolutl ly un- 
known to them. 

This dreadful Si H con 

tinned apparently uninterrupted 
until the appearance of a good 
Spanish Monk, I'edro Ponce, who 
died in 1884. Hi* successful teach 
ing of a deaf-mute caused wide- 
spread interest, and from that lime 
on those l Iml were so iinforl utiale 
as to be horn minus the sense of 
hearing were instructed and lifted 
up to that plane of living clou

almost realistic and even the great 
crowds of healing people who pay 
admission lo these playfl 
Usually follow them minutely. In 
many instances, where Ihe scenes 

Iramatic or touching, tears are 
brought into the eyes of those who 
had never before beheld the wond- 
erful portrayal Of a plaj in panto- 
mime by I he (leaf and dumb. Often 
great men connected with the 
government go over lo the college 
and lecture before their societies. 
These lectures are translated into 

for then benefit by one of the 
professors -both speakers occupy- 
ing the floor at the same time. 

In athletics tin- students are by 

no means inferior to those of other 
colleges. Think for a moment of a 
football or track team from a 

college consisting of but, seventy- 
live Students, all deal, downing 
opposing teams from hearing 
universities with an enrollment 
of more than 8,000 sludeniN ! Vet 
this is what, has been done repeat- 
edly. The Gallaudel football team 
can boast of having beaten Johns 

Hopkins, University i f Virginia, 
University of Maryland, George 
town University, Villa Nova college 

and slood well against Ihe Carlisle 
Indians In playing such a game 
as football all of the signals are 
given ou Ihe tips of the ipiartcr- 
back's fingers, in true mule style, 
with a rapidity that is little 
than marvelous. Several line ban 
nets, trophies, medals, etc., have 
been captured from time to time by 
these deaf students in open compe- 
tition with the hearing student*, 

and as evidence of their grit, these 
prizes are now on exhibition at the 
college as an inducement future

It, is proposed to create a memoi ial 
10 the late Rev. Thomas Oallaudet, 
I) I) , by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mules. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feel, back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a Center 
of religious an 1 social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Or. Oallaudet 
hoped duijng his lifetime lo see Ihe 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most lining memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. Si. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deal mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty live feel 
along Ihe Street front, and Iwenly 
live feel in depth. It will be tluee 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious am! indusl rial needs of the 
■ leal unites of New York. Tim 

amount required for " The Gallau- 
del Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 130,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to hiui-whose lif,. was devoted to I he 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
